THE REV, SYDNEY SMITH. 
(From Mr Standard.) 
Th* partita fgrly Rev, Sydney Pmilh 
haa addressed the repudiating Pennsvlra- 
niaat, thrausrhthe columnioflhc Murmtty 
C Aroaiefe. His letter reiterates Mr. Smith's 
ohatge* of dishonesty with somewhat aug- 
mented bitterness, iiments hit rhildlike 
simplicity in reposing confidence in repub- 
lican honour, and is on the whole a very 
pleasant letter, which, all but the "drsb- 
colouicd men of Ptnn.ylvmia" will keenly 
nlish. We have on wish lo triumph in 
Mr. Smith', disappointments ; but we 
must not overlook the instruction tfiordrd 
by hit early mistakes and late repentance; 
and first, we may remind the nrrbfudarv 
or canon (we forget which he is) that lie 
had litlle eicuse for hi* childlike confidence , 
either in the United Stales people, or Re- 
puhliesutuuEitulMas generally, or in "drab- 
eoloured men." 

Mr. Smith must hare known full well, 
thai the American revolution, whatever its 
pretexts, wna but a gigantic achems of re- 
pudiation, All other diflerenrtr, between 
the discontented provinces and the mother 
country might hsve been eatily acmiii mo- 
deled, and would have been tssilv accom- 
modated, but there were many' millions 
owing by the most stirring Americiiu pa 
Iriott to Britiah merchants. Had peace 
been restored upon any terms which would 
not l**n the provinces independent, ffW 
debit mutt e> paid, hul a war, continued 
to the establishment of an indr|ieiidenl 
stale, would operate as an insolvent set, 
and iatm re pertfteeta, the Americans " cnl- 
culated" (they alwayt calculate) thst war 
wu to be j> referred. 

Mr. Smith h>d himself also seen (he 
value of Republican honour, in the fate of 
the French " ihipdIi." Aa lo " the 
drab-coloured men," dishonesty is what 
they call part of their religious creed, for 
•unly dishonesty il is tn claim I lie pru- 
and benefit of the inttiluliciis uf 
^ refuse to contribute lo the 

Thus snrned, however, il nppetrs, Mr. 
Sydney Smith ventured his money, trust- 
ing to the honour of " the dr.b-cuiotirrd 
men," the Republicans of Pennsylvania — 
and he haa lost hi* money. The pnlri- 
otiam of the aid thus nndered tu the 
rivals of his awn country, wImlIi give him 
the money — tnd at the time probably the 
open enemies of hit country — is wort lie of 
remark , but our present business is tvith 
it* wisdom, Mr. Sydney Suiilh acLnow- 
ledgei that it wu * gross tolly— a iftoss 
tolly, into which he was misled hy his po- 
litical convictions. 

Now, Mr. Smith hat told us Lhat he 
was on* of the founders ol the Kdm&ui jih 
Jlrpint, and on* of it* most conslsot con- 
Enbutor. during that period in which it 
exercised the greatest influence ever the 
mind of tb* country. We know not hnw 
many Mr. Smith may hare mialed by the 
help of the Kmrtc to imitate hi: grass 
tolly— hilt it would not Hitter him lo say 
that he had misled none. Mr. Smith 
surely owes an apology, soil as far aa hi* 
meant allow, re titration (o those on fortu- 
nate persons whom he liu enabled the 
repudialnrs to cheat out of their money — 
will he and his cullcague* in the first 
decennary of the ffrricw come down 
with the cash? Hut this is not the 
only apology and reparation due by 
the reverend jester sin I H2S, he as- 
auerted that "the Church in Irelsnd would 
be rendered *t aslr by Catholic Emanci- 
pation, u the Church in Yorkshire." Th* 
Emancipation Bill paased in the following 
year, and tince that year the Church jii 
Irelaod hat been deprived of the income of 
ten bishopric, out or Iwruly-I'jiir— of one- 
fourth of the income of nil its clergy gene- 
JtJly, and of about one million sterling in 
round money. Mr, Smith owe* a further 
Apology to tho** who said such things would 
be the nteensjy consequences of hia fa- 
Tooritt doctrine*, reduced to practice, and 
of hi* favourite nostrums, and whom be 
iuialted tor their predictions in every mood 
ud ton** of sneer and acoff, and through 
all the chapter! of hi* gntesqutrocabulary. 
After all, aa tb* Italian proverb has if, "a 
fool's coat alwayt covers a Jonl," tnd the 
professional jester, bow witty soever he 
may be thought, it alwayt found tu be a 
■very silly fellow in the end. There is, 
however, a grave and useful reflection sug- 
gested by Mr. Smith's letter. Why arc 
men templed lo lay out their money with 
foreigners, who at least muy re/inrfniry (he 
debt, instead of wetting it in our colours 
and depeudeuciea, where the money or the 
money t worth mutt be alwtyt forthcom- 
ing ? Supposing the hundreds of millijns 
thrown away in the lul twenty years uunu 
North Americsu.Soulh American, Spanish, 
and Greek loans, lo have been invettEd Id 
Canada and the adjacent British provinces, 
in India and Australasia, how much would 
the wealth of the empire have Wen in- 
creased — in bow much more comfortable* 
would the CTfditora lo these loans 
stand 7
